That " propaganda” has come. to be 
@ word of ill repute reflects on the 
intelligence of the reading public, No 
man can open his mouth on a subject 
which affects his own interests with- 
out emitting propaganda, no matter 
how imipartial he may try to be, Most 
of us unconsciously recognize this by 
our rule-of-thumb method of judging 
what -we hear; if it agrees with our 
prejudices, it ig truth; if not, it is 
Propaganda.

been discontinued. Thanks to its ef- 
forts Arherican readers have been able 
to learn about Polish affairs in such 
Yetail that they could follow them 
with somé understanding, with that 
truest “ sympathy ’ which implies a 
realization that the Poles (and other 
Européans) are men of like passions 
with ourselves. The bureau has not 
only spread information about Polish 
agriculture, industry afd finance, not

TO PRESS FEDERAL 
RAILROAD CLAIMS 


Seek to Compel Director Gen- 
eral to Settle Losses During 
Government Control. 
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‘sweaters; 


The New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation announced yesterday that 
it-had made arrangéments to carry into 
the next session of Congress its fight 
to compel the’ Director General of Rail- 
roads, as the agent of the President, to 
settle loss and damage claims that de- 
* veloped against the railroads during the 
period of Federal control, in’ -accord- 
ance with, the Transportation act of 
1920.. The ‘board, which has been try- 
me to get this legislation for the last 
two years, will have the:support of the 
Nationa! Industrial League, the South- 
ern Traffic Association and she traffic 
associations!.of several states. 

During the closing weeks of the last 
session of Congress, the board sueceed- 
ed _ in having a joint resolution for the 
settlement of the claims introduced by 
Senator’ William M. Calder, since re- 
tired. The resolution failed of passage 
because of the press of other business. 
In announcing its intention to press the 
matter at the next session, a report of 
Ernest J. Tarof, Chairman of the Rail- 
way Committee ‘of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation, said: 

** We believe that the same joint reso- 
lution should -be again introduced with- 
out change. The situation does not de- 
mand any amendment of the Jaw, — 
as would be made. by an ordinary. bill. 
It demands a construing of the law and 
a declaration by Congress itself of its 
‘intent In the existing law. If an amend- 
ment should be passed, it would be ef- 
jfective only after the date of -its pas- 
Sage and would not undo or nullify the 
acts of. the Director..General in outlaw- 
ing. the claims heretofore, but the pas- 
sage of the joint resolu¥on, would de- 
clare that the law shall ‘not forbid the 
payment of just claims for which no 
actions at law were brought and that 
such claims shall be paid as soon -as 
practicable after due proof thereof. Such 
@ resolution would make the action and 
construction of the Director General in 
outlawing these claims {llegal- and void, 
and would’ renew their status as mert- 
ps a claims and insure their pay- 
ment.

ATTACKS ASSEMBLY’S 
REINSTATEMENT BILLS| =: 


Secretary Arndt of Citizens Union 
Repeats Rumor of Schedule 
of Fees to Some One. 


Condemnation of the action of the As- 
sembly. Cities Committee’ in reporting fa- 
vorably a batch of nineteen reinstate- 
ment -bills, mostly for New York: City 
policemen, was expressed yesterday by 
Walter T: Arndt, Secretary of the-Cit- 
izens Union. Mr. Arndt also condemned 
the favorable report on what» he called 
the Walsh -‘‘ blanket”’ reinstatement 
bill, under which, he said, reinstate- 
ments in the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. might be made at any time by a 
complacent Commissioner. 

Mr, Arndt repeated his ‘assertion, made 
a year ago, that reports were current 
that there was. a regular schedule | of 
fees to ‘' some one’”’ for special rein- 


/| statement bills, but qualified this by 


saying that he did not intend to charge 
that any member of the Assembly’ had 


profited personally by their introduc- 


tion, 

“The Cities Committee of thé Assern- 
bly has-repeated this year the vicious 
and reprehensible ‘habit of reporting out 

special . privilege bills, for which the 
committee has become notorious,’’ Mr. 
Arndt’ said. 

“The Citizens Union had hoped that 
this year this cowardly procedure would 
not repeated. It based this ‘hope 
| Fewists on the-fact that this bad type. of 

slation is so fundamentally ‘unsound 

dat in almost»every case where. one of 
these measures has slipped thrdugh the 
Legislature it has been vetoed either b: 
the Mayor or the Governor. The Citi- 
zérns Union also felt greater confidence 
in the situation than usual because the 
Chairman of the committee this year 
was gle Regge George N. Jesbé, @ 
New York City man with considérable 
experience in city affairs. But Wwhat- 
ever hope existed.it has been demon- 
strated was without basis, for Assem- 
blyman Jesse and his colleagues have 
lacked either the courage or the inclina- 
tion to check this vicious abuse.
